THE ELIMINATION OF 
WASTE

lization of waste, waste effort, 
waste time and material, the 
minimizing of destruction and 
damage, wear and tear, that, pro- 
duce the great results in the in- 
dustrial world. There is no mag- 
ie in these accomplishments. The 
leaders in action or thought are 
hot magicians but steady, per- 
sistent workers.’’—Theo, N. Vail, 
President American Telephone & 
Telegraph Company. 

Yesterday the Record-Herald 
published as an editorial a par- 
tial address by T. D. MacGregor, 
which was made before the Am- 
erican Bankers’ Association. It 
was a ‘‘thrift’’ article and_ in- 
tended to bring to the minds of 
the readers the utility of saving 
money—not in a ‘‘hand over 
fist’? manner, but little by little 
as the ran or woman who are 
compelled to work for a living are 
compelled to save—ten cents to- 
day and twenty-five cents tomor- 
row end possibly a half dollar 
-the day following. At this rate 
in the course of a few years a 
neat sum of money will have ae- 
cumulated. 

Today we are again quoting 
from Mr. MacGregor. This time 
he is talking about the elimina- 
tion of waste and shows that all 
foreigners are given to saving 
what is usually thrown away by 
the average American. The les- 
son is a good, one and should be 
considered by every one of us. 
Here is what Mr. MacGregor says: 

“‘There are two ways to elim- 
inate waste. One is to prevent its 
oecurrence entirely. The other 
is to utilize waste in such a way 
as to bring a profit. 

‘‘For example, consider the 
thrifty Scotch traders. They save 
things that other people waste. | 
They utilize the soot from their 
ehimneys to manufacture shoe 
blacking. They import scraps of 
wood from the 
sawmills to be used as fire wood. 
With cork shavings brought from 


Spain and Portugal they manufac- | 


ture linolenm. They ship their 
old tin cans to the continent 
where they are melted into block 
tin (or at least they did before 
the war broke out). The old rags 
of the world are brought to 
Leith to be converted into pa- 
per. They export old horse shoes 
to China where the Mongols con- 
vert them into cutlery and do- 
mestic utensils. 

“‘The secret of British suecess 
in manufatturing is said to lie in 
the efficiency of labor in Eng- 
land, and in the elimination of 
waste is to be found the reason 
for the industrial supremacy of 
_Lancashire and Yorkshire, 

‘‘Theodore H. Price, an Ameri- 
can economist, says that in the 
cotton mills of Lancashire a very 

~ large proportion of the ‘‘cotton 
waste’’ disearded by our Ameri- 
ean cotton manufacturers is be- 
ing worked over. It is mixed 
with a certain proportion of Am- 
erican.and East Indian cotton 
and spun into yarns that are ex- 
tensively used for ‘‘weft’’ or fill- 
ing. 
"The coal that is*used in the 
“Lancashire cotton ‘mills costs 
about $3.25 per ton, and yet in 
one Lancashire mill the cost of 
coal per indicated horse- “power is 
‘eas than ‘seven dollars per an- 
num ‘for’ fifty.two,.weeks and
